He urK* 1 Catholics ererywtasra to agitate in 
a legal manner for tba restoration of tho 
papal supremacy. His address throughout 
was unusually violsnt and Utter. 

The fipwch referred ewJusively to tin 
Vatican ail ', it.dy. His hollnaSS Said that the 
whole world saw in what a painful situation 
he was placed. At the same time a system- 
atic war was being waged. Even the person 
of the pope was exposed to the threats of tbe 
mob. Tlic enemies of tin- h- ly s<e had 
weapons enoU(ih already to in jure the impacy, 
and if th'-y did not sullh e they were pre- 
pared to inimnfacture fresh weapons. It was 
persistently asserted tiiat tbe Kopawaatfie 
enemy of Italy. 

This assertion was simply made to mask 
tba real object of the perfldiotu war against 
the church, and that object was to render 
Italians hostile to the papacy. To vindicate 
the rights of the pontiff was in reality to ad- 
Tance the prosperity of Italy.

A red letter meeting was called to take 
place In their liall for the purpose of consid- 
aring this very question, and when it came 
to a vote not a dissenting voice was raised to 
tbe proposition that the Coopers' assembly 
should withdraw. 

It is jiroliable now that within two weeks, 
all of the titty -one local coojiers' as.spmblie8 in 
the United States will also withdraw from 
the Knit;hts of l.dbor, and form tbemselvea 
into a National organisation with a govsm* 
ment and offlcen to suit ttia radical Ideas of 
the meinlters. 

The cause of this revolutionary movement 
wltbhitbe Knights of Labor datee back to 
the time of tha iiuiuguration of the grant 
eight hotir movsnMnt in 1886. The meeting 
held Fi-iday night was the largest gathering 
of the Chicago coopers since t^ stock yards' 
strike, when Powderly ordsrsd the thirty 
thousand men either to return to work on 
the ten-hour system, or to surrender tbe char- 
tan of their assemblies. Tbe local assembly 
Umb bad eight hundred mombara in Chioaga 
Recansethe asssmbly rafussd to withdraw 
f rom tbe Knigbti of Laboratthat tbna this 
number bas dwindled down imtQ now but 
one hundred and fifty namsa ara on tiw rolls 
of 9809. 

Bald George Schilling: "After thastrlka 
and the dissatisfaction growing out of FOW> 
derly's conduct, 250 coopers quit us in • 
bodj, and it has been impossible f or ns to 
get tbam badi.

Two Passengers Killed and Ten Others 8a* 
rionsly Injured. 
Lovnvnxi, Ky.. Dec. 90.— A disastrous 
and fatal accident happened at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning on the Louisville St Nash- 
Tilla road at Bardstown junction, twenty 
miles south of this dty. The f4st express, 
southbound, overtook and ran into tba Knox- 
viUe .branch accommodation going in tha 
same direction.

On ii]uiiiin,(4. \V. Blatterman was made 
chairman and L. W. Galbraith secretary. 
Mr. Blatterman on taking the chair paid 
a feeling tribute to the memory of Pro* 
fessor Richeeon, giving an outline Hkelch 
of his career. He was born in 1800 in 
King William Oonnty, Ya. Before en- 
tering the UnlTeialty ia 1825 he had at- 
tended an aoademj taught by Captain 
Tbomaa Manray, nnele of Oommodore 
Mauray. After his ^Tiidtiatifm at the 
University he moved to Kentucky in 1831, 
and began bla life*work as a teacher.

Qalbraith, who spoke with reverence of 
Professor Richeeon, emphasizing enpe- 
cially his devotion to hie profession and 
bis influence on the character of his pu- 
pils.

Kentucky Central to Be Sold. 
The Oonrier-Journal says : **The Ken- 

tuci;y Central Railroad, wliich for over a 
year has. according to rumor, been sold 
and resold dosens of times, bnt which 
has never, according to fact, changed 
haudH, is at last to he sokl, and it is re- 
porteil tliat the Louisville ami Nashville 
is in the field for its purchase, and will 
shortly make a bid on it. 

"Mr. C. P. Huntington, who owns a 
controlling interest in the Kentucky 
Central, has decided to sell ont, and has 
issued a circular, advLMn^ all of its stock- 
hwldera by disposing of their stock tbey 
can obtain the same price for their hold, 
ings that he himself is to get for his 51 
per cent, of the shares. Ue does not 
intlmato Jnst who to to buy bis part of 
the stock, or who wants to buy thu re- 
maining 49 per cent., but the idea is 
prevalent among informed railroad men 
that the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia will realize one of its pet 
schemes, which it has been nursing for 
some time, and 'scoop in' tbe Central, in 
order to give it tbe long-deaired Hlo into 
Cincinnati. Mr. Huntington, it is said, 
is to sell bis stock by January 1st, and it 
is very probable that a great majority of 
the holders will dispose of tiieir lielong- 
ings at the same time, as the stock in now 
qaotad at a oomfortablo flgnra."

Jndga Andrawa. 
Landoff Watson Andrews died at his 

liome in Flemingsburg last ."^und^y and 
was hurried yesterday. Ue bad btfen 
sick for several weeks and on aceonnt of 
his advanced ago his death was not un- 
expected. He was bom near Flemings- 
burg, February 12, 1803 and has always 
' resided in Fleming County. His father 
Robert Andrews and ins mother Martha 
Darity Andrews were born in Pennsyl- 
vania and were of Scotch-Irish extrac- 
tion. His father was a merchant, farmer 
and tanner and removed to K' nMn ky in 
about 1795. Tbe subject of this sketch 
was one of ten children all of whom 
are now dead. The e.irly life of L. W. 
Andrews was spent upon his father's 
farm. He was carefully educated and 
gra hiated I'roin Transylvania I'ljiv'Tsify 
in 1824. After leaving school he rom- 
menoed reading law under Circuit Judge 
William P. Roper and was liccHsed to 
practice in January, 182t>. His hcense 
was written by James Crawford yid ap- 
proved by Judge Roper and Jndue Rob 
bins. He was elected to the Legislature 
on the Whig ticket in 1834 and made bis 
mark as a member of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He was twice re-elected in suc- 
cession before lie wgain turned h's atten- 
tion to'his profession. In 1857 the Dem- 
ocrats and Know Nothings elected him 
to the State Senate. In 1861 he «i;ain 
became a member of the House and par- 
ticipated in the historic seseinn of 1861- 
l-Ji'.L*, but licfiirc the expiration of his 
term he was elected Circuit Judge which 
ofBoe be held until 1M8, when he resumed 
his law practice. In IS'Jfi he married 
Miss Bessie Dorsey of Fiemirjg8))un;, a 
daughter of Dr. Edward Dorse v. H's 
marriatre was blessed with two oliildron; 
Juliet who nifrried William L. Siidduth 
and Margaret, wlio died in 1S()4. 

His wife, Mrs. Bessie Andreifs died in 
18t)'J. Judge Andrews led a busy, active 
lite, and filled every position to 
wiiich he waa cilled with credit and 
ability. He leaves a stainless name and 
a spotless reputation. He will b>- lui-.'^ed 
by all and mourned by many. Peace to 
his ashes.

I have just aiTived here from I'ort-au- 
Prince in the Arraa, which left there laat 
Friday. TheSondaj prarloiu th^ day fixed 
for the Joint eeealon of the eenate and assem- 
l ly to elcft a president. 'Wlieii tlie joint 
convention met it wa.s, of courho, a foregone 
condnsion. tliat Uen. legitime wonld be 
elected president, and the dei'iities hastened 
to do what wae azpected of them. Forty- 
fonr Totea were reooi;^ for Legitime; all 
other candldatea nothbig. Then the popu- 
lace gave Itaelf up to bUvlty and talla. 

Tnaaday was inaugtlrattoii day and a gen- 
eral holiday waa deoreed. The ceremonies 
conaisted of the uenal Inauguration oath-tak- 
ing Iq public, a pompous high mass at the 
oathacbvl, a grand parade of the taterdema- 
UoB troopa and • banquet at the palace in the 
aftamoon. The whole population, the troops 
and the otBolals, were on a prolonged Jam- 
boraeall that day and the next 

Poaalbly that fact may aooount for the fail- 
w* of Xinialsr Praaton^ well planned 
aebiina to save the Baytiaa goTenunant the 
humiliation of being forced to surrender the 
steamer Haytian Bepublio to the United 
Statee warahipe.
